Tho 
stale of China might sorvo as a text 
for a Geog-aphical Homily on the neg- 
lect of opportunities. At the risk of re- 
eating particulars with which most of 
our roaders are familiar, let us reeapitne 
nto some of the proofs which display the 
‘metallic and minoral wealth of China. 
Gold wo know is collected in tho sands 
of tho rivers in Yunnan, Szechuen and 
Sbantang. ‘Tho uppor branch of tho 
Yang-tezo indeed bears the namo of the 
 Goldon Sanded Rivor” from this 
duct, ‘That portion of the country which 
approaches the confines of Burmak is aa- 
riferous. ‘This fact should be borne in 
mind by membors of tho expedition 
which proposes to ponotrato Central 
Asia." "Tho South-western province of 
Yunnan produces silver, and though wo 
aro not in possession of statistics to 
prove tho amount which has boon lately 
exported, it is known to bo a largo 
‘quantity. ‘Tho ores of zine and coppor 
which furnish tho speltor and- tho 
whito coppor aro also found'in this 
samo province, Indeed, as wo-have 
indicated in provious articles the sub- 
terrancan wealth of this portion of 
tho ompire, can hardly bo exaggerated. 
‘Pho old traders who formed thei 
iden of China. from Canton, formed a 
poor opinion of its mineral resources 
fs only. a fow fossils of slight intor- 
ost wore to be met with in tho curio 
‘shops of the Southorn city. Block Tin, 
too, which is almost the only motal 
Chinn does not produce, was observed 
to boalargo import from tho Indi 

























































inn 
Archipolago, and the abscnco of this 
‘common product may havo indacod the 
careloss to imagino that the more pro- 
cious metals were wanting. 

Noxt in importaneo to tho precios 
motals ranks coal. From tho vicinity 
of Prking slong tho frontiors of Pe- 
chi-li and’ Shansi, and thenco through 
Honan and Hupeh, extond vast enr- 
Voniferous systoms. Less important 
fiolds aro reported by ono of oar most 
cutorprising local geologists tobe 
found in Kiongsi, Kiaugsu, Fab-kien, 








‘and Kiwang.tung. Now though at pro- 
sont thoro appears small of 
working this coal withfprofit,o com- 
try which even a cursory glance as- 
sures us to abound in such o largo 
quantity of theinvaluable mineral, can 
not bat be regarded as very wealthy, 
but the laziness and superstition of the 
natives combine to render these rich 
gifts of natare almost nugatory. ‘The 
troasares in tho womb of the earth 
‘aro in most casos disregarded, aud 
joro they aro availed of at all. the 
mines aro worked in a primitive, timi 
way, with shafts deficient in dopth and 
oxtent. Besides, as the Chinese know 
nothing of the best modes of draining 
snd ventilation of mines, their operations 
aro of necessity confined and feeble. 

‘There is a subject connected with the 
Geology of the country which bas 
not, we believe, received the attention 
it desorves, viz., the presence of mine+ 
ral springs in China Some two yesrs. 
tgo, the Commissioner of Customs BE 
Giquel instituted some enquiries though 
the officials in tho Imperial servico, 
and advised them to avail themselves 
of the large local knowledge of the 
Jesuit missionaries, but, there were no 
springs discorored in this neighbonr- 
hood. In Chibli however, near the 
Emperor's summer palace at Yet-bo in 
Chin, hore ar thermal spriogs which 
aro resorted to by invalids with bene- 
ficial eect. In distant yenrs, these loca- 
lities, with names which soem to us bar- 
barons, may be as familiar as the fashion- 
blo resorts at tho foot of:the Pyrenees, 
y and Biarritz, In that golden 
futuro which seoms now sufficiently 
romote, tho exhausted survivor of a 
Shanghai or Hankow summer may find 
himself in n Railway train, spoeding to

‘THE LATE crcLoxe, 


Our shipping reports last week commu- 
nieated various items of information res- 
pecting the storm of the 30th ultimo, from 
Which it is evident that, while wo on shore 
were being refreshed by a moderate gale, 
many navigatora on tho adjacent coast were 
exposed to the fury of a perfectly develop- 
od cyclone, all the disasters of which it is 
apprehended have not yet reached us, At 
pretent we are not in possession of suf- 
ficiont data to ascertain its place of origin, 
its precise course, its velocity, or extent, 
Dut it may approsimatively be described 
by saying that it took its rise between the 
Loochooan “and Japanese archipelagos, 
somewhere about Intitude 29 North, that it 
pursued a North-westerly direction, hada 
breadth of about two hundred miles, and 
advanced at the rate of about 90 miles per 
hour, which is rither above the mean speed 
‘of typhoons om this coast. 

From what we know of the laws which 
gover these meteors, wo may infer that 
the one in question passed liko a besom of 
Aestruction from that point where it fir, 
after swooping down the circumambient 
atmosphere, touched tho ocean and pass- 
ed on towards Shantuing ; but instead of 
crossing in a direct line to the mountai 
‘of that promontory on to the gulf of Pechili 
to Tientsin, it eurved to the westward, and 
spent its fury on the low eountry traversed 
by the upper part of the Grand Canal. 

‘Aa mightbo supposed, from the course of 
‘tho typhoon, vessels bound to this port 
from tho south merely followed up the 
storm, having strong north-east winds ; 
and, when too near its centre, they had 
merely to hold on and let it advance; 
while vessols from the north and the east, 
fand those bound east, woro likely to have 
its contro pass over them, or even to plunge 
themselves into its vortex. On tho north 
tho storm was encountered by the “Con- 
focius,” a Chinese goverument steamer 
oficered by foreigners, and the 8. 8. N. 
o.'satoamer ““Shanso.” The “Confucius,” 
coming from port on the southern coast 
of Shanting, had merely to put back until 
tho cyclone had passed; when the way 
was clear, they again mado for Shanghai and 
found asdid tho “Manchu” somewhat later, 
many evidences of tho destructive offects 
of the storm in pieces of wrecks, For 
snd Chinese, which floated on the subsi 
ing waves. 

‘Tho ‘Shanso” was s0 far south as to bo 
obliged to run past the contro of tho storm 
towards Shanghai. Its centro, which seonis 
to havo beon between fifty and sixty miles 

iatant, was passod when she was about fifty 
niles 2... of the lightship. This oceurr- 
ed at 11.90, aat., Satunay Bist,—tho wind 
at North and the eyclono contro East, 
glass 29.08; sho was thon hove to, head 
NE. by E. making a SSE. drift ine 
tromendous cross sea with terrific squalls 
of wind and rain; at this point the barometer 
began to riso and tho wind veered to tho 
West.

‘The eyclono centre having passed within 
about ono inindred miles from the mouth 
of the Yangtze, the low coast between 
this and Ketow Point on the South, and 
‘he Shantung highlands on the North were 
of covfe submerged ; even at Shanghai, 
‘the water rose aboro thelevel of the bund, 
‘and at tho seaside, extensivo regions wero 
flooded, doing considerablo damage. Tho 
beacon on Tigers Tai, off tho Ningpo river, 
was carried away, and at Chinhai, on tho 
river's mouth, houses and piers were swept 
off. . 

‘At the light-ship the waves were unpre- 
codently high. As the sun went down on 





Friday 30th a pilot boat the “Golden | b° 


Gate,” and a bark were visible at anchor, 
their decks being submerged by every suc- 
cessive wave. When Saturday morning 
Aawned there was no sign of either vessel. 
It was feared that they went down at their 
‘anchors on that fearful night. But as wo 
Ihave just heard that the former has turned 
‘up, thero is stil reason to hope that the 
latter also drifted to a placo of safety. 

‘Tho only otherdisastorsreported to date, 
‘were the dismantling of the Prussian barque 
Maria,” and the dismasting and tu 
back of the steamor “Lightning,” which 
was in the direct course to cross the cyclone 
at right angles ; had sho proceeded, it is 
almost certain that sho would have been 
‘engulphed in the seething whirlpool. Th 
Darque Siam” has alto since been towed 
into port, by the ship “* Dartmouth.” ‘Tho 
services of Redfield, the discoverer, and 
Piddington, the lucid illustrator, of 
Jaw of storms, lately passed away, wero 
‘but imperfectly appreciated wh 
ng ; yet will they ever liv 
memory of those who go down to the sea in 
‘hips and do business on the great waters. 
Bat for the knowlodgo that our navigators 
now possess respecting revolving gales, none 
that were exposed to the late storm would 
have escaped save by mero chance, but 
thanks to these two men, the skilful 
tarinier may not only esapo from these 
terrifie hurricanes, but at times make 
‘them subservient’ to his object, the 
‘making of speedy voyage. When mom

vencfactors of mankind, as they assuredly 
will be, their columns, to be commen- 
surato with the services commemorated, 
should pierce the clouds.
